iS'i:w YouK, Dec. 24. — Tho Star and 
Herald of Panauia has a letter from 
Lima dated . D^c. 1. The writer says 
that although the Philid^s^ai^e scarcely 
a hundred ' miloij off, -Vtlns "Melancholy 
fact attracts little attention. There 
can he no douht of tho result if tho 
army and reserve fight woll. They are 
well armed and in a general engage- 
ment should outnumber tho enemy by 
at leaa^iaOOO'meii. Thejfirs.b'diYiaion of 
tho Cliih'an an'ny continues""" at Phisco 
waiting tho arrival of the second. 
These two divisions will consist in all 
of 18,000 moil. Thoy have occupied 
Tambo do Mora and Chinca whilst 
.'ir)00 of them havo paid a visit to tho 
town of Ica, where tho customary 
scones of pillaging occurred. In Phis- 
co tho troops wore mllow;ed to do as they 
chose and iiiriuinQr^hle '^outrages wero 
committed. Tho/lChilian iiiinister of 
war and General Slaturana are at Lain- 
Ijo de iMora. Gen. Villagoran and 
Ccmmandor Lynch wore in Phisco. 
Tho Chilians arc reissuing the 10 sol 
notes' s'oizod '.on ihpard.;thp; Iqiay.;j ^lipy 
pay their troops with them and soldiers 
force their acceptance. Several sugar 
cane plantations havo boon destroyed. 
The Chilians expect to march from 
30,000 to 34,000 men against Lima and 
with their force hope to capture the 
city. , j^n.i»ttlimitpd.i»ack is proiniaed 
troops'., in the' ovb'nt of victory. T)»e 
Chilian forces encamped in tho vicini- 
ty SffTiioha had to bo marchod through 
it iin(j,'rmed,.thoy having demanded the 
privilege of wrecking it entirely before 
leaving, on the ground that after their 
departurotlic Peruvians might.rppccupy 
it. Tho Peruvian army is ihoroasing 
daily in numbers.. Several battalions 
have recently arrived from the interior, 
ono form Casimaraca having marched 
nine hundred mile:;. All captains of 
foreign men of war wev in tho meeting 
in Lima witli ministers respecting tho 
hulks in Cnllao bay. Peruvians want 
to order..,them.pubj^^vhii8t^J^e Chilians 
say-th»t if they move they will .seize 
them. All arc foreign property and 
the greater number have been fitted up 
to receive women and children during 
tho fight, and a tedious timo is evi- 
dently coming. Immediately when 
tho whole Chilian army arrives 
in the vicinity of Lima, Dr. Pedro Jose 
Caderal will be invested with tho dicta- 
torship, as Pierohi intends to devote 
himself to tlio army, of which ho is com- 
mander in chief. h:\ Palria asserts 
that the war can bo carried into the 
Cordillera and waged there for years to 
come. Losses sufi'ercd throughout the 
re[)ublie are leading many to seek .safe 
lodgment for their valuables. 

H. M. iron clnd Shannon, wont to 
Anticon and took on board .specie and 
other articles in silver soles, which were 
shipped unsepuretl. She received 600,- 
000 pieces. Most foreign vessels will 
be requested to acco[it storage of simi- 
lar character. The principal families 
of Lima arc leaving precipitatch', tak- 
ing with thorn whatever they can carry. 
Better dwellings are being stripped of 
their more valuable furniture which is 
shipped north. A few families and 
those of the poorer classes, await the 
Cliilians. Haciendas, near Phisco,have 
been plundered and destroyed. lea 
also had a visit from the Chilians. 
Oflicers of foreign men of-war, will ac- 
coni])any the respective headquarters of 
comliatants. Iquique papers claim 
that Commander Lynch obtained more 
that §500,000 in specie and merchan- 
dise in his raid in the north of Peru 
and that he effected damage toju'operty 
to the extent of .$5,000,000. 

Callao and i\Iallando aro tho only 
ports now closed to commerce. A new 
currency has been put in ciroalation, 
'Notes are called' incaa and represent 
the value ajul aro intended to replace 
depreciated paper soles, of which 300 
are required to parchase a twenty dol- 
lar [liece. Valuable silver mines have 
been discovered in Huaneavicon.

for demanding the fulfilment of solemn 
treaties made by Canada with the pro- 
yince arid ratitiod by the British gov; 
ernmen't The Montreal paper con. 
fesscs Canadian bad faith in the mat 
ter of the Island railway. It concedes 
every position taken by the Victoria 
rosolution.s. The bargain, it ndmits, 
may prove an e.^cpensive one for 
the Dominion to satisfy;.jV._but 
the obligation is recognized and its^dia 
charge recommended. This, let us say, 
is the proper spirit in whicli to ap 
proach consideration oi this matter 
which, small as it may appear in Do- 
uiinion eyes, is novertlioless of vast im- 
portance to those who invested their 
means, relying implicitly upon the 
.pledged faith of & Britisli people that 
•those investments should not prove dis- 
astrous. What have British Columbians 
to do' with a cliango of policy at Ot- 
tawa 1 Is the obligation to carry out 
the Caunakvon terms ''any the less 
binding now than it. was six years ago 1 
The trefity-was made with Canada, not 
'"^.ith the MaCDONALD or the jMackkx- 
'ziE gbVernmont. This country does not 
■ recognizo the arrangeuient as having 
been made with a political party, but 
with a proud people who aspire to at- 
tain the dignity of a nation. If the 
fl[overntnent of Canada for the time be- 
ing offered too much for th'e'Columbian 
prize (which we doubt) that is no rea- 
son why tho offer wl)en accepted by 
Columbians should not bo carried out 
in a spirit of strict integrity. The pro- 
vince has hitherto reposed the blindest 
contidence in Canada's earnestness and 
honesty. It was in that spirit she ao- 
copted the Canadian tariff and obligat- 
ed herself to pay into the Dominion 
treasury by way of customs duties a sum 
that annually aggregates §250,000 in 
excess of what she would have been re- 
quired to pay had she retained her own 
tariff, which slio had a perfect right to 
retain under the original term of union. 
What British Columbians claim is that 
Canada has taken advantage of their 
blind and trustful contidence by en- 
forcing such clauses of the Caunauvon 
terms as suited her own interests and 
ignoring those that she imagined im- 
posed a strain on her resources. There 
is reaison to think, liowcver, that wise 
counsels have prcvniled at Ottawa and 
that the Carnauvok terms will be 
considered, as the Journal of Com- 
mercfi puts it, "in a judicial spirit and 
without reference to Dominion party 
J Oppliticft", . jThe, article we have quoted 
l^vos promise of the dawn of a "better 
day" in Canadian relations with tiin 
Pacific province.

To THE Editor. — It will bo general- 
ly felt by those who have kept an eye 
on the proceedings connected with the 
above matter that an injustice was 
committed towards Mrs. Hay ward by tho 
examiners in their refusal to grant her 
a certiQcate and which' refusal arose 
from their demanding compliance with 
other requirements than those prescrib- 
ed as the duties of examiners and 
to which Mrs. Hay ward declines to give 
consent. 

In the late decision of the Supreme 
Court it seems there prevailed a diQ'er- 
'; ence o£ opinion aaiongat the judges, 
"" two of them, in opposition to the other 
one, contending that notwithstanding 
the duties of the examiners were de- 
fined they nevertheless had tho power 
ai libitum lo use their ditoretioii in 
any action taken. Now such power 
invested in examiners, more especially 
if inspired by any undue favoritism or 
animus. by the superintendent of educa- 
tion, who is a prominent figure on these 
occasions, would, if so unworthily exer- 
cised, have a most pernicious tendency 
and surely it was to prevent tho pos- 
sibility of any such objectionable in- 
'f- ferenoe being exercised that the duties 
of examiners were so strictly defined. 
In the absence of mention made of 
such discretionaiy power being given 
to examiners it might be safely inferred 
they were not free to act other than 
' in the manner enjoined. 

Those who have watched this in- 
quiry from its inception until the pre- 
sent time can come to no other conclu- 
sion than that Mrs. Hayward has been 
the victim of certain unworthy dislikes 
existing before the examination, and 
which upon that occasion showed it.self 
most pointedly, not only with regard to 
.0 . Iier8elf,but to Mr. Kaye,and it broke out 
, again in the attempt to deprive 
Jxet son of a well earned prize medal. 

As to the refusal of the certificate 
the denial has no more to with tho 
merits of the case than a plea Bet up 
, would havo against payment of a just 
/gcdebt3''p£ib being ,beypnd tho, statute of 
.limitation." The fefusar arises 'solely 
from the subtleties of the law being in- 
voked. 

While tho prime movers in instigat- 
ing tho annoyance that has arisen may 
chuckle over decisions thus obtained, 
the original j'Osition remains unaltered 
and Mrs. Hayward in tho meantime 
until further enquiry is instituted, sus- 
tained by the sympathy of many of 
the community, will have to submit 
' as best she can to the injustice in- 
flicted.

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S GRIEVANCE. 

A Canadian ITovapaper that Supports 
a PoUoy of .aoodLi7alth. 

AND THINKS B. C. HAS BEEN BADLY USED, 



(Journal, ot Comnierco, Montreal.] 
Wo havo noticed with considerable 
anxiety the action taken by the British 

C(ilun»bia Bonrd of Trade and tho citi- 
zens of V'^ictoria and resideiils of Van- 
couver Island rcf^arding the Pacific 
Railway. It cannot be denied tiuit 
llluro it> aumo founclatinn for t.ho eoiii- 
plaints made, and yet we own that the 
question appear.s to us to be literally 
surrounded with cliillcultics. Those 
difficulties wore created in tlio first 
place by what must now be admitted 
to have been an improvident agree- 
ment ou tho ])art of Canada to receive 
British^.Colunibia into the I)ominion 
ou tho onoroiis' conditions wbiclil her 
dclegaics insisted cn, and vrbich Ought 
to have been promptly rejected.* 'Jho 
negotiation on the proposed basis was, 
as matters have turned out, a tnistuke. 
Wc do not mean by this that the ori- 
ginal •.•proposition of British Columbia 
would liave been less embarrassing 
than that finally agreed to. The pro- 
po.sitioii was to make an ordinary 
road n.s well ns a railroad, and to ex- 
pend at lea.4t a million of dollars a year 
on tho latter. It soemed most object- 
ionable to enter on the construction of 
Bucli a work, and to proceed with it at 
ft rate that would havo prevented its 
completion during the live.i of those 
even then in their cradles. It was gen- 
erally believed at tho time that the Pa- 
cific terminus would bo at Esquiinalt, 
where there is an excellent harbor, the 
beat, as was supposed, for the trade 
which Vitus anticipated from China and 
Japan. It was consequently believed 
that Nanainio v.'ould be an important 
station ou the line in Vancouver Is- 
land terminating at Esquimalt. The 
cflTcct of the decision ns to tho Pacific 
terminus has been to exclude Vancou- 
ver Island altogetlier from all the bene- 
fits of the railway, and yot in Vancon- 
ver is the capital of Ibo Province, and 
full one-half the population. AVhat 
adds to tho difficulty is, that at the 
time when it was found impossible to 
coinraoiice the railroad within the per 
iod stipulated in the original agreement, 
negotiations were opened with tho view 
of arriving at a satisfactory agreement. 
Tiic negotiations failed because British 
Columbia, although it was willing to 
accept tho proposal of the Dominion to 
conimenc!) at once, and to carry lo 
completion the railroad between 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo, would not con- 
sent to tho conditions proposed relating 
to tho mainland portion of the line. As 
is well known, tho failure of tho negotia- 
tions led to a reference of thewholo ques- 
tion to Lord Carnarvon, who convoyed 
his decision in a dispatch dated 17th Nov- 
ember. 1874, tho first condition being that 
"the section of tho railway from Esqui- 
mault to Nanaimo should be commenced 
as 8oni\, as possible." It was tho inten- 
tion of the Mackenzie Qovornmont to 
carry this award into effect, but most 
unfortunately tho Senate rejected the 
bill, treating tho question as if it was an 
open one, instead of being tho ratification 
of an award in a dispute between tho 
Dominion and one of the Provinces com- 
posing it. Tho resolutions of tho Board 
of Trade and of the inhabitants show 
conclusively that there has been a gross 
breach of faith on tlm part of tho Domin- 
ion to tho inhabitants of Vancouver al- 
though it hf.B boon manifestly unintention- 
al on tho part of the Government of Mr. 
Macken; ifl or Sir John\;Maodoiiald.f:;)ThB 
violent opposition to the "British" Oblnm- 
bia section of the railroad has doubtless 
contributed to the decision of the Govern- 
ment that it will not construct a separate 
•line of leilway on 'N'^Bncouverlfllond, and 



moreover it seeius doubtful whether even 
"the'ciiiistruction of such a line would bo 
satisfacturj-, a.s it would nut be a section 
of the main line to the Pacific. The 
whole ([ucstioii is surrounded with diffi- 
cuUies,_ especially as the roinonstrants 
claiin, if their demand be refused, to be 
placed in s.ime position to tho British 
Crown n.s Nowfouudl.and now occupies. It 
must bo borne in mind that at one time, 
and that not a very distant time, British 
Columbia and Vancouver wero separate 
Provinces each with its own government, 
and although tho inhabit.ants of Vancou- 
ver Island may bo dissatisfied and willing 
to separate, it docs not follow b}' any 
means that the [icople on tho mainland 
share their opinions. Tho matter is in a 
most unsatisfactory state at present, and 
wo confess; that ^re hesita^ express any 
opinion i:egarding'iti'cspebially while we 
are in ignorance of tho view which the 
government will take. It ought certainly 
to be considered in i<. judicial spirit, and 
without reference to Dominion party 
politics.
